died today at Kunchal, Madeira artur 
an illness of M'verai weeks, according 
to a Renter dispatch received here. 


Altho no longer wielding a sceptre 


over the now dismembered empire, yet 
Charles died still the legal King of 
Hungary. 


The wave of democracy that swept 


ever the central empires after the war 
had taken his emperor's crown from 
his hear!, but lo the end he stoutly re- 
fused to abdicate the throne as king 
of Hungary. 


Charles, his empress /Cita and their 


two children escaped to Switzerland at 
fhe end of the war. but Charles had 
not learned tho lesson of democracy 
that the war brot the world. He made 
a dash into Hungary and while at the 
l:e;>! of his troops, sought the throne 
of his fathers. 
That coup failed and 


he went back to Switzerland. 
Zita. 


his empress who accompanied him to 
Switzerland, was not content to live 
in exile. 
She urged her discouraged 


husband to make one more try for the 
crown. 


Charles made secret 
preparations 


and then one morning the world was 
informed that he and Xita had left for 
Hungary in an airplane. 
This was 


also a failure. Then Kurope began to 
laugh at tha dethroned monarch who 
could not swallow *.ie mcdcUne of de- 
mocracy. Late last year he' was placed 
on a British war ship, and sent to 
Madeira to end his days. 


Here Charles brooded over the for- 


mer days of splendor in brilliant court 
of the Hapsburgs. 


V.'hen illness struck him he was so 


dejected that frcm the first it was a 
question of whether he would 
have 


"will to live." 


A fortnight ago word came that he 


was declining rapidly, then messages 
were flashed that he was being kept 
alive with oxygen.

HVT the breach is widening between the legislative and 


executive departments of the present administration is ap- 


parent despite the efforts oi those whu try io make- ;uf*.tml« 
sound like the sweetest harmony. 


The executive. Mr. Harding, has openly and repeatedly 


charged the house with lack of co-operation. The house answers 
by new offenses and additional instances of its willingness to 
defv the white house program. To the observant eiti/.en back 
home it must appear that at times the legislative department i« 
justified in its defiance of the president's plainly expressed 
wishes and again that it is the same foolish. Icadcrless mob that 
has obstructed the transaction of public affairs at the expense 
of our own and the world's bushiss for the last three years. 


When the President accuses congress with lack of co-opera- 


tion he is monkeying with political dynamite. The question may 
aptlv be asked when has the president consulted with congress 
on fundamental issues? Whose advice is it that the white house 
depends upon in making its decisions? 
From the outset of the 


Harding administration his advisers have not been the elected 
representatives of the people, but the men at the head of the big 
private financial institutions in New York. 


We are not stating this as a criticism of the President, but 


as a fact. 
The Harding regime did not win the 1020 election 


thru misrepresentation. 
There was no deception practiced on 


an unsuspecting electorate. The whole Republican campaign 
of that year was conducted frankly and above board. It was 
known in September. J920, two months after Mr. Harding was 
nominated, that if he won the election it would be a victory for 
the big employers over organized labor: that a revenue tariff 
would be replaced by a tariff law of the Dingley-McKinlcy- 
Aldrich type; that it would be the policy of the administration 
to raid the remaining natural resources of the nation for the 
benefit of powerful private interests and at the expense of the 
conservation projects so laboriously built up by Roosevelt and 
maintained by Wilson; that ship subsidies and similar subven- 
tions for great aggregations of capital would be looked upon 
with favor once more in Washington: in short, that the election 
of Senator Harding would frankly be the signal for a start back- 
ward to the days of Hanna and Quay. 


There could be no possible misunderstanding on all these 


and many other similar points. 
To his credit the President 


came clean in his campaign speeches, in his inaugural address 
and in his various communications to congress. 
Whether the 


people got what they wanted, they at least were apprised in ad- 
vance of what they were going to get. 
So it comes in poor taste 


now from 
congressional leaders to accuse the President of 


double dealing and treachery. He has never stood with honest, 
but probably misguided leaders in public life who at least are 
putting up the appearance of proposing legislation which will 
meet with public approval, but rather with those powerful in- 
terests who openly and unscrupulously backed his candidacy 
from the start with a frank and plain understanding thai if they 
elected him they, and not the people, would get what THEY 
wanted. 


The answer to this paradoxical situation is that the people 


did not want what most of them knew they would get out of a 
Harding victory, but that they were willing to chance a frankly 
reactionary regime to a Democratic administration which at 
best would only put up a weak bluff at opposing the wholesale 
raid? which the present administration is backing with the entire 


" administration machinery. 


As it happens Mr. Harding is right in his expressed dis- 


* approval of the bonus bill which has passed the house, but 


which everyone knows will ultimately be killed either by senate 
procrastination or executive veto. But if the truth were known 
•Mr. Harding is not opposed to the bonus bill because of its ap- 


} parent and manifold defects, but because Mr. Mellon and New 


1'ork financiers like him, with whom Mr. Harding has consulted 
freely since his induction into office, are solidly against it. 


* 
Similarly, the president and congress are at. loggerheads 


* on the tariff because Mr. Harding has changed his mind a dozen 


times on the tariff since his nomination solely because his. ad- 
visers in private life are themselves split wide open on this issue. 
Mr. Harding has always been an open and consistent advocate 
of a high protective tariff, but on this as on every other issue, his 
easy, yielding disposition is as putty in the hands of those who 
have showed him the way since the day of his nomination. 


Again on the military policy of the government is this trait 


of the President plainly indicated. He is frankly favorable to 
the armament and munition interests and the army and navy 
clique which is such a powerful factor behind the scenes in 
Washington. It is common knowledge that he disapproved the 
whole idea of an international peace conference from the time 
of its inception by Senator Borah. 
But eventually, by sheer 


force of public sentiment, he was obliged on this proposition to 
break with the powerful private interests to whom be has al- 
ways catei'ed. 
He called the conference, but 
consistently 


damned it with faint praise from the beginning. 
IK- repeatedly 


told the people not to expect much from the conference and 
stated explicitly that it was not called for the purpose of bring- 
ing about universal disarmament. 


Later, thru the intelligent activities of his Secretary of 


State, the disarmament conference became the ciily tangible 
asset of the first year of his administration and the president 
and every spokesman for his admim.-tration ha\e by pre- 
concerted agreement touted it as one of the greatest conclaves 
of history. 


Immediately the farmers' bloc saw its opening and declared 


that if the conference had done as much to secure world peace 
as the administration leaders claimed for it. \\hat was the use 
of a navy personnel of 100.000 and a standing army of 250.000? 
As a result of this rca^mng the hou>e has pared tiown both the 
army and navy by degrees from the original plans of the private 
interests who fatten off of war until it is now proposed to main- 
tain an army of o»iv a little more than J00,000 ana a na\y 
slightly in excess of 50.000. 


The answer to all this discord is that congress at least 


makes a pretense of ,uistif\ing its acts on the ba.-i> of what it 
thinks the people want, \\hilo Mr. Hauling measure.-. Ins posi- 
tions by what the poueifn! pmato interests that are running 
the administration think the people ought to have. 
Out of all 


these conflicting interests and views it i-- hard to see how any- 
one, least of all the president, could hope for harmony instead 
of discord. In the fight on the army and navy bills, for instance, 
Mr. Harding is valiantly standing by those prhate interest^ that 
thrive on war simply because he ha< the successful politician'.* 
idea of always remaining true to his friends. 
In this he lets 


consistency fly with the winds. If what he claims for the re- 
cent disarmament conference is true, why shouldn't 
congress 


and the people expect less preparation for war and the resultant 
lowering of tax rates. 
Mr. Harding wisely refrains from try- 


ing to answer all these perplexing questions, relying on time 
and the proverbial forgetfulness of the people to pull him thru. 


The upshot of it all is that while the house continues leader- 


less it boldly refuses to accept the leadership of the u n i t e house. 
And while it has little positive legislation to its credit, it re- 
mains cocky and defies the President at will. 
Mr. Harding's 


friends have repeatedly advocated the use of the big stick, but 
the best opinion i.s that he does not possess that useful piece of 
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furniture and perhaps is too good-natured to use one if it were 
o (To red to him as a gift. 


All of this political horseplay in Washington might not be 


worth the space that it takes to toll about it were we really 
living in normal times. 
And it might be amusing instead of 


tragic wore not the \\hole world involved. But it seems ap- 
parent to everyone except the principals in the farce that the 
stabilization of the world's industrial and financial systems de- 
ponds upon the intelligent, concerted action of the American 
government. 
\N hen that can be secured, and not until then, 


will we once more be on the road back to "normalcy."

It was explained, however, that they 


had passed thru several translations, 
and they certainly did link up with 
certain events that could not be de- 
nied. They set forth that the two na- j 
tions had agreed upon a plan whore- 
by the remnants of the "Wrangel army | 
were to be taken by the French from j 
Constantinople to Vladivostok to up- 
hold the forces which the Japanese 
were subsidizing. At the moment in 
question the Japanese 
propaganda 


agencies 
at 
Vladivostok and 
the 


French ones at 'Constantinople were 
both telling of the immlence of such 
an operation. It did not take place; 
but that was no fault of the two na- 
tions. The Russian soldiers simply 
refused to go, even when surrounded 
•by French machine guns and artill- 
ery: in fact, even after, when some 
had been killed in what was called 
a "revolt." 


They Did Act Together. 


It Is true, however, that Japan and 


France did act together at Washing- 
ton. When the question of the limita- 
tion of submarines came up Japan 
was found standing firmly 
by 
the 


French contention that this weapon 
was not to be strictly limited. Bri- 
tain wanted the submarine abolish- 
ed, Italy wanted it made practically 
harmless, and the United States was 
willing to sacrifice some of its own 
defensive 
Ideas. 
But 
Japan 
and 


France blocked strict limitation. 


When it came to the consideration 


of the Siberian issue and the demand 
of the 
United States 
that 
Japan 


should give some definite assurance 
of evacuation, France was found sub- 
tly blocking any agreement. In neith- 
er case was the Issue made so plain 
that the two nations were compelled 
to avow identical positions, but small 
doiibt was left In the minds of close 
observers that they had some under- 
standing. 


And now, in the London conferen- 


ces, we have found them again act-

A curious thing was pointed out by 


some «f the opponents of the four- 
power Pacific treaty In the Senate 
debate: That the Anglo-Japanese Al- 
liance 
has 
been abandoned but a 


treaty between France and Japan, 
practically calling for mutual action 
in defense of their various interests on 
the Asiatic mainland, was loft in be- 
ing. The charge was made that the 
abrogation 
of the one alliance had 


merely formed another. And there is 
a great deal to be said for that the- 
ory. Perhaps no now agreement was 
needed between the two nations. 


Drawn Together Logically. 


Certainly it would not be strange if 


Paris and Tokio had made a new En- 
tente. Their interests 
would draw 


them 
logically together. 
First, the 


Japanese have long seen that the al- 
liance with the British could not last. 
Tlieir eiiuroacomeutd on British trails 
and British spheres of influence In 
the Far East were arousing stroiiR 
sentiment among powerful elements 
in England; and Canada and Austra- 
lia were taking an attitude against 
them which was bound to influence 
the home 
government. 
Since 
the 


Tokio statesmen do not believe'in 
being isolated they were reaching out 
for new friends before and during the 
war. 


It is no secret among the well-in- 


formed that in the critical months of 
1915 and 1916 the British and French 
were highly fearful that Japan was 
going over 
to Germany and might 


take Russia 
with 
her. 
The secret 


Shantung and Pacific Islands agree- 
ments were made to keep her in lino; 
as was the later Lansing-Ishli agree- 
ment. 


Secondly, so far as Russia is con- 


cerned, both France and Japan desire 
the overthrow of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. France wants her friends put 
In power, elements which 
will 
not 


only pay back some of the billions 
owed to her but which will form a 
new alliance to safeguard French in- 
terests in the East. Japan wants tho 
monarchy restored, not only because 
the presence of a non-monarchistic 
neighbor Influences her own people 
against their rulers but because the 
great concessions she has gained in 
Siberia have come from the monarch- 
istic groups. 


It is to the interest of France that 


Japan should hold Siberia and con- 
tinue her intrigues; for, it 
Siberia 


were once pacified and ruled by the 
Moscow autocracy there would be lit- 
tle hope of overthrowing U. 


Thirdly—French efforts to weaken 


the iBrltish Empire would be greatly 
strengthened if tho British had to 
face 
an- unfriendly Japan. Such a 


Japan could furnish much aid to the 
dangerous elements in India. 


Drive for Latin Friendship. 


A curious sidelight on this situa- 


tion is the simultaneous drive the 
French and Japanese are making for 
the friendship of tho South American 
and other 
Latin nations. Marshal 


Jotfre, following his tour of the Lat- 
in republics, went to Japan. Various 
special missions from Tokio and Paris 
have been sent In succession to South 
America and trade and other agree- 
ments sought. 


As I have pointed out before to my 


readers, 
France 
has 
practically 


clinched control of the League of Na- 
tions by the combination of the Lat- 
in members. 
If she gets tho support 


of Japan, she will have that body 
competely lined up. Let it bo remark- 
ed here, that the Japanese represen- 
tative on the League Council helped 
to carry out the French policy 'of giv- 
ing Poland control of the principal 
coal mines of Upper Silesia. 


The League is likely to be an Im- 


portant factor in the Genoa confer- 
ence and the settlement of the Near 
Eastern questions. 
The French are 


pressing with all their strength to 
have 
It 
recognized as tho 'arbitral 


body In all disputes. Already it has 
been asked to take over tho problem 
of Armenia. It has been nominated 
as the power to control Constanti- 
nople and the disputed Straits. Should 
France have her way. the League will 
be mads an instrument to break the 
British grip on some of the most vital 
portion of the 
Near East. 
So a 


French-Japanese- I>atin combination 
would prove a very formidable affair. 


Cynical British Imperialism. 


Aside from that feature of tho sec- 


ret negotiations going on In prepara- 
tion for Genoa, we are seeing a re- 
markable eample of the deep cynl-1 
cism of tho British imperialists. They' 
are proposing to quiet the Turks at 
the expense of the Greeks. 


Greece, as one of the Allies, made 


huge sacrifices during the war. After- 
wards, when the Turks refused to ac- 
cept the treaty of Versailles and Ke- 
mal Pasha showed he was capable 
of making it warm for the British 
In Constantinople, the Greeks were 
encouraged to dream of tho restora- 
tion of their empire on the mainland

Redemption* of the Senate. 


Of the greatest importance to tho 


United States in the future conduct 
of our foreign relations Is 
the

demption of the Senate in the eyes of 
world statesmen. Their prompt, action 
on some of the moBt Important of tho 
treaties made at the Washington con- 
ference ha«? convinced them that, af- 
ter all, they ran have proper dealings 
with this country. 


On the eve of the Arms Congress 


there was grave ryniclsm 
on 
this 


point, not only abroad 
but 
In this 


country. The long-drawn out fight on 
the treaty of Versailles and the r-vi- 
dent play of politics in the struggle 
had caused many to believe that our 
system must bo altr-rod If we wore to 
engage effectively 
in 
world states- 


manship. 
But we have seen on the 


part of many members of the Senate 
a display of the determination that 
home politics must stop at the three- 
mile limit and the precedent thus H«t 
will reassure the doubters.
